On April 27, 2020, at approximately 1642 hours, a radio call of a trespass suspect was initiated at 2450 
Houston Street. Upon being assigned the call, uniformed officers assigned to Hollenbeck Patrol Division 
responded to the location, made contact with the suspect, Richard Castillo and a Non-Categorical Use of Force 
(NCUOF) ensued. 


One of the arresting officers received minor injuries to his hand during the incident. Suspect Castillo was 
uninjured. 


Hollenbeck Patrol Division was initially assigned to handle the NCUOF investigation. During the 
investigation, Hollenbeck supervisors became aware of video evidence of possible misconduct on the part of 


the involved officers. At that point the investigation was halted and Internal Affairs Group (LAG) was called. 


Investigators from IAG initiated a misconduct investigation. It was then directed by the Chief of Police that 
Force Investigation Division (FID) would handle the administrative and criminal investigations.
